HE {S CONSIDERED TO BE A FIREBRAND 
Cougressman Oaiés Makes a Striking An 
swerto the Fanatical Senator—Con- 
gressmen Crisp and Candler Speak. 


W AsHINGTON, January 28,—[Special.]~— The 


/gouthern men in congress are almost as bitter 


against Senator Chandler as he is against the 
south. All were indignant when they were 
shown his interview on the southern question 
today, and expressed themselves in no mild 
terms, as will be seen by the foliowing: 
COLONEL OATES, OF ALABAMA, 
gaid: “I knewitwasin him. The republi- 
cans are of two classes—conservatives and 
radicals, Chandleris a good representative 
of the latter. I don’t know which are the 
most numerous, Time will soon demonstrate 
to which of these classes the president-elect 
belongs. ‘Congressman Oates’ has never 
submitted any ‘proposition to disfranchise the 
negrocs.’ What f{ have said through 
the newspapers was but a_ friendly 
Buggesiion to the republicans, who are 
now abont to come into power, of a way by 
Which-they might get out of the trouble they 
brought on themselves. They put the negro 
into politics, believing that would make the 
southern states permanently republican, and 
their disappointment produces great grief, and 
isthe real Source of Senator Chandler’s im- 
potent ravings. Well, as my suggestion is 
not acceptable I withdraw it. The white 
people of the south and the negroes will get on 
very peacably and nicely together if Mr. 
Chandier and his conferves will cease clamor- 
ing forthe latter’s vote. He says of such 
amendment: ‘The north will oppose it 
because it would be 
AN ABANDONMENT OF THE NEGRO, 
which would dishonor the north and destroy 
the republican party.’ That it would ‘do- 
stroy tlie republican party’ is highly probable 
since it is the negro vote in the great states of 
New York, Lidiana, Ohic and Lilinois that car- 
ries them for the republicans. As tothe north’s 
abandonment of the negro, nothing could be a 
greatcr blessing to him. The New Hampshire 
senator assunies that the votes of the negroes 
throughout the south are suppressed, and that 
they are denied the rights conimon to human- 
ity, all of which is utterly untrue. Tle Knows 
nothing, or but little, about ihe subject. One 
who did not know better would suppose, from 
hiis statements, that a majority of the voters 
inthe south were negroes, when, in fact, in 
the eleven states which formed the late con- 
federacy the white voters avtgregate 655,000 
more than the colored, and there are but two 
of tiiose states, South Carolina and Mississipp}, 
in which the negro voters 
OUTNUMBER THE WHITES, 
and in these the majorities are not so great but 
that they are easily Overcome by the superior 
intelligence, means and energy of the white 
menina perfectly fair election. . Mr. Chand- 
ler’s threats of a terrible retribution are in 
keeping with some that we have heard before, 
and are not calculated to frighten any one, 
and wil] have no other effect than to incite the 
poor ignorant negroes in some localities to acts 
of violence, which will result disastrously to 
them, His advice may cause some very valu- 
able negroes to be killed. Senator Sherman's 
advice to the colored men of Washington late- 
ly was much more sensibie, and better for them 
and the country,”’ 
JUDGE CRISP, OF OFORGIA, 
said: ‘“‘As aimatter of fact the elections in 
Georgia are as fair asin any state in the union 
That law accedes the colored man every right 
that is accorded tothe white man. There is 
no disposition to oliminate, suppress or prevent 
the colored man voting. Senator Chandler is 
willing to say er do anything that will havea 
tendency to stir up strife between the races. 
That is his whole political capital. He is now 
secking, in my judgment, to pander to the 
prejudice of a certain class of people who 
cherish an animosity to the. people of the 
south, and Linfer from his interview that he 
Willing to see, in fact, glad 
to see the passions and prejudices 
of the colored people so. aronsed 
that they would resort io all sorts of deeds of 
violence and outrage throughout the south. 
Knowing as [do that the colored people are 
accorded all their rights, | believe that the 
fair minded people in the north, when they 
examine this question, will so see and the 
schemes and plans of such demagogues as 
Chandler will be thwarted and come to noth- 
ing. Lam much mistaken in the temper of 
the Americen people if they do not condemn 
utterances which are calculated and intended 
to excite the prejudices of an ignorant and su-

persiiiious people to such an extent as to make 
them resort to the pistol and torch to redress 
any grievance, suppesed or real.” 

MR. PHELAN, OF TENNESSER, 
said: ‘It is the merest twaddle. The time 
has passed when the south should worry itself 
about the opinion of such radical and ignorant 
men as Senator Chancier’”

said: ‘The threats of Senator Chandler are in 
keeping with the programme foreshadowed by 
Messrs. Foraker and Murat linistead in their 
respective articles in the Forum. They 
amount to nothing, as there is not the slightest 
danger of a war between tlhe races in the south 
if left alone by political firebrands.

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SLIGHTING DISTRICT BUSINESS, 
The Tiouse Keacnmes the Sundry Civil Ap- 
propriation. ° 

WASHINGTON, January 28.—On motion of 
Mr. Ermentront, of Pennsylvania, the senate 
concurrent resolution was agreed to, providing 
for a joint meeting of the two houses of con- 
Kress on Wednesday, the 13th of February, for 
the purpose of conuting the electoral vote. 

The committee on the District of Columbia, 
through its chairman, Mr. Hemphill, of South 
Carolina, made a struggle to secure the floor, 
which the rules of the house accord to it on 
the second and fourth Monday of each month, 
but the committee on appropriations, under 
the leadership of Mr. Randail, of Pennsyl- 
vania, proved too formidable an antagonist, 
and the house declined to consider district 
business, 

Bill after bill was called up by Mr.. Hemp- 
hill, only to be side tracked by a question of 
consideration raised by Mr. Randall. 

Mr. Hemphill then attempted to have a day 
set apart for the consideration of district busi- 
ness, declining to accent a night session, re- 
marking sarcastically that the trouble about 
district business was that everv member kuew 
all about it, and that the question of “no guo- 
ruin’’ would certainly be raised, 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, objected to the as- 
Signment of a day,and when Mr. Hemphill 
moderated his demands and asked for a. night 
session, Mr. Blount again objected, unless Mr. 
Htemphill would agree not to call up the 
ltock Creek park bill, a promise which Mr. 
fiemphill deciined to give. 

No agreement was arrived at, and the house 
went Into committee of the whole, Mr. Dock- 
ery, Of Missouri,in the chair, on the sundrv 
civil appropriation bill. : 
The pending amendment appropriating 
o250,000 for investigating the best method of 
iitigating arid regions, was agrecd to. 

A long discussion of jocal interest only arose 
over the clause in the paragraph making an 
appropriation for the support of the Coiumbia 
institution for the deafand dumb in Wash- 
ington, providing that no more than $25,000 
Shall be expended in the payment of salaries. 

A lively colloquy took place between Messrs, 
Hemphill and M@Millin as tothe Knowledge 
whicheach anjoyed of the administration of 
the institution. 

Finally, to the merriment of the honse, Mr. 
MeMillin remarked, sareastically,"that there 
were some menin the world who thougl.t they 
kuew a vast deal; and Mr. Hempnil!l retorted 
by pointing his finger at Mr. MeMillin 
and exclaiming, “and Iam pointing out one 
of them.”’ 

On a motion of order raised by Mr. Kilgore, 
of Texas, the clause providing for a congres- 
sional committee to institute an inquiry into 
the condition of Alaska, was ruled out of the 
bill. 

Mr. McGomas, of Maryland, offered an 
amendment appropriating $50,000 for the edu- 
cation of children of school age in Alaska 
without reference to race. 

Agreed to, afteralong debate, in which not 
much opposition was manifested to the appro- 
priation, but a general disposition was shown 
to seek for more and better information than 
we have in regard to affairs generally in 
Alaska. 

Several amendments were adopted involving 
small amounts, and pending action onthe bill, 
the house, at 5 o’clock, adjourned.

DOESN'T LIKE THE TITLE. 


Senator Gibson Moves an Amendment to 
the Diplomatic and Consular Bill. 

WASHINGTON, January 28.—The credentials 
of Mr. Butler fora new senatorial term were 
presented by Mr. Hampton, read and placed 
on tile. ‘The senate bill to change the date for 
the commencement of the March term (from 
the first to the second Monday) of the United 
States district court for the northern district 
ef Georgia was reported and passed. 

Mr. Sherman moved to reconsider the vote 
by which the house bill to transfer certain 
counties from the southern tothe northern 
judicial district of Georgia was recently passed ; 
and said that he madej{the motion in conse- 
quence Of certain telegrams which he had re- 
eeived from Georgia, and which he desired to 
have looked tnito. 

Mr. Wilson, of Jowa, and Mr. Brown said 
that the objections were tothe house bill,not to 
the billas amended and passed by the senate. 

The motion to reconsider was entered. 

The army nurses pension bill was taken up, 
amended and passed. It provides for a uniform 
pension of $25 a month toall women nurses 
during the late war ‘(prior to August, 185,) 
who come within the provisions of the bill. 

The diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bill wastakenup. Among the amendments 
adopted were those appropriating 315,000 for 
the benefit of Japancse families who suffered 
from the ‘target practice of Commodore Shu- 
feldt’s ship “Omaha,” and providing for ¢ 
conusul-gencral at Apia, Samoa, ata salary of 
$3,000, 

Mr. Gibson moved to. insert the word ‘fam- 
bassadors’’ instead of the words ‘‘cnyoys ex- 
tracrdinary and ministers plenipotentiary’’ as 
applied to France, Germany, Great Britain 
aud Itussia. 

A long debate followed in which Messrs. 
Plamb and Reagan were the chief opponents 
of Mr. Gibson’s amendment. Mr. Plomb’s 
proposition would be, he said, tostrike out the 
entire paragraph, and in this he was supported 
by Messrs. Reagan, Blair and Stewart. 

Mr. Gibson’s amendinent was advocated by 
Messrs. Hale, Hawley, Sherman, Evarts and 
Hoar. 

Mr. Morgan said that he found no difliculty 
in putting the word “‘ambassador’’ on the 
Statute book, and voting whatever appropria- 
tion was necessary to give to that rank a be- 
coming reward. There was nocause for an 
American (because Le was a demccrat) putting 
on licentious airs and “eutting up.’? The 
United States was entitled to be represented 
abroad in the most dignified and thorough 
inanner. : 

Mr. Call also sustained the amendment.

The Vote of Florida Not Yet Received in 
Washington. 

WASHINGTON, January 28.--Electoral mes- 
sengers from all the states except Florida, 
have deposited certificates. giving the result 
of the meeting of the presidential electors in 
their respective states, with the president pro 
tem, Ingalls. Senator Pasco this afternoon 
said that he thought the messenger from his 
state would arrive before midnight, when the 
time for the reception of certificates expires. 
The vote cf Florida will be counted, even 
should the messenger not get here in time, but 
his delinquency weuld require the secretarv 
of state to send a special messenger to Florida 
to secure atriplicate copy of the meeting of 
electors from the judge of the district. The 
messenger from Texes has made two journeys 
here, the first certiticate not being accepted 
because of an informality in it. The United 
Stetes will pay his mileage for one trip only. 
hd F ssenyengers from Colorado, Kansas and 

\labainoa will be unable to.receive their mile- 
ive nllowance until the vote is counted, on 
February 13th, as the certificates identifying 
them were sealed up in the envelopes contain- 
ing the votes of their states.

WASHINGTON, January 25.—fecretary Whit- 
ney's mail this morning contained a long re- 
port from Captain Muilan, commanding the 
United States steamship Nipsie, daied at Apia, 
Samoa, December 26th, giving a detailed ac- 
countof occuranees on the island since De- 
cember 3d, the date of his Jast report to the 
department and covering the period of engage- 
ments between the natives and Germans and 
of alleged insults to the American flag. A 
copy of the report wil! be furnished to the 
secretary of state and wil probably be trans- 
mitted to congress the latter part of this week, 
together with the correspondence received 
Saturday from acting consul, General Black- 
lock, onthe same subject. The officials re- 
fuse positively to make public, at this time, 
any of this correspondence, contining them- 
selyes tothe simple statement that there is 
nothing in it that has not already appeared in 
newspaper accounts of the same occurrences. 
Rep:e entative Herle:t, cha':man of the house 
couimittee on naval affairs, called at the state 
department today and had a conference with 
Secretary Bayard in regard to the situation. 
Itis reported as likely that the president vill 
have something more to say on the. subject, 
when he sends to congress the correspondence 
which has taken place since his last message.

CALLING FOR THE PAPERS. 
A Resolution in Regard to the Samoan Broil 
Offered in the House. 

WASHINGTON, January 28.—In the house 
today, Representative Ford, of Michigan, 
offered for reference to the committee, on for- 
eign affairs, the following preamble and reso- 
lution: 

Whereas, recent dispatches from Vice-Consul 
Biacklock, of Apia, Samoa, to the secretary of state 
and acecunts in the public press have conveyed the 
intelligence of great indignities offered by the rep- 
rosentatives of Germany to American citizens and 
Amer.can interests in Sarsoa;. whereas in the cor- 
respondence transmitted by the president to con- 
gress on Aprii 2, 1883, touching our rights in Samoa, 
iuere appears a letter from the secretary of State 
to the British and German ministers asking permis- 
sion of theirgovernments to make pubiic the joint 
protocols of the Simoa conference held between 
said secretary and said ministers in the summer of 
1887; which permission was refused, and, whereas, 
it is alleged that the publication of these said pro- 
toco's would Show that Germany has violated the 
treaty rights and obligations solemriy cutered into 
with the United States. 

Resolved, by the house of representatives, that 
the secretary of state be requested to transmit to 
the house copies of all such protocols and memo- 
randa of the proceedings of said conference, if not 
inconi patible with the public interest.

A RIOT IN BROOKLYN. 


The Striking Car Drivers Pelt the Police 
With Brickbats. 

New York, January 28.—At 4:30 this after- 
noon two wagons emerged from the Atlantic 
Railway company’sstables on Atlanticavenue, 
near Third avenue, in Brooklyn. In each 
were thirteen policemen and eight employes of 
the company. Twenty mounted policeman 
formed an escort tothe men in the wagons. A 
large crowd was gathered about the stables, 


and when the wagons started towards the’ 


Fifth avenue and Twenty-fourth street stables, 
the crowd became a mob, howling and swear- 
ing, and throwing stones at the policemen and 
their charge. The wagons and horsemen 
passed briskly on, the mob following and gain- 
in yin numbers and fury every minute, until the 
procession was halted on Twenty-third street 
near the stables. 

Several thousand angry men blocked the way 
From streets, windows and housetops, stones, 
clubs and 
BRICKBATS SHOWERED UPON THE POLICEMEN 
ana the trembling employes. Sergeants John- 
sonand Cole, who commanded the mounted 
officers, ordered their men to charge, and the 
squads advanced on the gallop like squadrons 
ofcavalry. The ofticers used their clubs éffect- 
ually, and at 5o’clock the employes were 
safely lodgedin the stable. They were wanted 
to take care of the horses which had been suf- 
ferin, from neglect, owing to the lack of help. 
Many rioters were struck by clnbs and flying 
missiles, and several policemen were hit, but 
nobody, as far as known, was severely injured. 

A RIOT EXPECTED THIS MORNING. 

Strong details of police guard the stables 
and control the line of the road. They had no 
trouble after the 5 o’clock row. No arrests 
were made. There is a general expectation 
in Brooklyn of a riot tomorrow morning 
when the company will attempt to start the 
cars, ° 

A tie upon all surface street railroads in 
this city is imminent in the next twenty-four 
hours. Meetings were held ail over the 
city tonight to consider grievances, and dele- 
gates elected at these meetings of local assem- 
blies will meetin the morning about 4 o’clock 
to consider whiat action to take. The roads 
will not probably be tied up tomorrow morn- 
ing, however. 

THE STRIKE ORDERED. 

New York, January 29.—It is reported at 
an early hour this morning that a tie up on all 
the surface railroads was ordered twenty-five 
hours ago. 

The meetings tonight are merely to arrange 
the particulars. The tie up will occur, it is 
reported, at 2 a. m. 

THE TIE UP ORDERED. 

2:20 A. M.—It has been resolved to tie up all 
the surface railroads in New York and Brook- 
lyn between four and five o’clock this morn- 
ing, in aid of the Atlantic avenue (Brooklyn) 
street railroad strikers.

A Negro Held Pinned Under an Immense 
Pile of Wreckage. 

CHARLOTTE, N.C., January 28.—[Special.]

gine No, 109, was wrecked at the siding at Miz- 
pah, near Reidville, at-9o’clock that night. 
The wreck was a terribleona The Mizpah 
siding is the place where the northbound and 
southbound passenger trains meet. It is a 
small siding, just long enough to hold a pass- 
enger train clear of the main line. It is what 
railroad mencall a ‘‘spur,”’ and can only be 
entered by the northbound train. The north- 
ern end of the siding terminates abruptly on 
the trestle over a smalicreek. The switch 
was misplaced and the engine turned out on 
the spur, and reaching the end of the track 
plunged down to the creek bed, carrying four- 
teen cars with it. Engineer W.A. Kinney was 
at the throttle, and Fireman H. A. 
Adams was_ shoveling coal. As the 
train approached the fatal spot the en- 
gineer had just finished his supper, 
and had handed his lunch basket to the colored 
brakeman, who mounted the forward end of 
the box car next to the tender, and placing the 
basket between his knees, began toeat the 
lunch given him by the engineer. Just at this 
moment the train was approaching the siding 
and going down grade at the rate of thirty-five 
miles an hour. The pilot wheels struck the 
switch with a clickety-click. The enginé 
lurched to the right, and leaving the main line, 
forged forward on the short spur, A _ sense of 
impending disaster flashed upon the engineer 
in a moment and he leaped from the engine, at 
the same'time shouting to the fireman to jump. 
Before the fireman could realize the situation 
the end of the spur had been reached and he 
was buried under tie tender with the wreckage 
of fourteen box cars piled above him. The 
colored brakeman; who was eating his lurch at 
the time, was buried inthe wreck and his body 
has never yet been recovered, His name was 
Svdney Lee. 

The scene of the wreck was terrible. 
Tho engine turned a complete somer- 
sault, and the cars were piled 
upon and over it, completely covering it from 
sight. Immediately following the crash there~ 
was an ominous silence, which was broken 
after time by the groans of the luckless fire- 
man, who was pinned down under the tender, 
and resting over and above the tender were 
the broken remains of nine box cars. Bye and 
bye a little tongue of flame shot up from the 
wreck. The train’s crew could see the fireman 
way down among the wreckage, and securing 
buckets, they bailed water upon him to keep 
him from being burnt to death. Word was 
sent to Reidviile, and in a short time the 
Reidville fire engine was on the scene and was 
playing on the burning cars. The fireman re- 
mained under the wreck until 5 o’clock Sun- 
day morning, when he was rescued. 

When the rescuing party had clared away 
it was found that the iron work 
of the tender still pinned him 
down, and this had to be cut away with 
coal chisels. All this time a stream of water 
had to be kept playiug upon him and his res- 
cuers. When drawn fromthe wreck it was 
found that one of his hands had been cut off 
and the flesh along his side and across his back 
had been cut open in great gashes. Several of 
his bones were broken and his flesh was blis- 
tered.

WHAT DOES 7HE SUCCESS OF 
BOULANGER MEAN? 


FLOQUET’S MINISTRY WEAKENING. 


Boulanger to Attend Thursday's Session— 
The French and German Press on the 
Situation—Other Foreign News. 


Paris, January 28.—The cabinet had a meet- 
ing this morning and discussed measures to be 
adopted in the event of disorders arising. It 
is stated that a majority of the ministers are 
in favor of dissolving the chambets 
and holding a general election in April, 
but first modifying the electoral laws in order 
to prevent plebiscitary. proceedings. Some 
members of the chamber of deputies advocate 
Strong anti-Boulangist measures by the gov- 
ernment. They urge that General Campenon 
be asked to form a cabinet. President Carnot 
held a conference with many men prominent 
in political life. It is the president’s intention 
to calmly await events and to accept all re- 
Sponsibility the situation invelves. He will 
not abandon the presidency until the expira- 
tion ofghis term of office. Prime Minister 
Floquet has decided to resign or to take any 
other action that the chamber of deputies may 
consider in the interest of the republic. 

The ministry tendered their resignations 
this morning, but President Carnot declined 
to accept them. 

Several arrests were made last evening, but 
no serious outbreak occurred. 

An election was held yesterday to fill a va- 
cancy in the chamber of deputies for the de 
partment of the Cote D’Or. M. Baray, repub- 
lican candidate, received 25,545 votes and M. 
Prost, radical; 22,783. 11,707 votes were cast 
for General Boulanger. 

Le Figaro says that at today’s session of the 
chamber of deputies M. Jouveniel, radical, will 
question the government as to what measures 
it will adopt to check the spread of Boulangism. 
Premier Floquet will reply to M. Jouveniel’s 
interpellations at length. 

JOUVE /IEL RECONSIDEBS, 

M. Jouvenie] has abandoned his intention to 
interpellate the government in the chamber of 
deputies this afternoon in regard to measures 
to be adopted to check the spread of Boulanger- 
ism. At this hour, 3:30 p. m., but few persons 
are gathered outside the chamber and nothing 
noteworthy has occurred. In government 
circles it is considered thatthe election of 
General Boulanger mienaces the republic, 
90,000 conservatives and 150,000 republicans 
having voted for him, One minister, in speak- 
ing of the situation, quoted the words of M. 
Thiers: ‘‘'We should take everything seriously ; 
nothing tragically.’’ 

FLOUQUET LOOKS CARE WORN. 

Various questions, which it was proposed to 
ask the government in the chamber of deputies 
today concerning the political situation, have 
been postponed until Thursday. General 
Boulanger did not appear in the chamber. 
The crowd outside the chamber increased as 
the aftcrnoon wore on, and beéame somewhat 
excited. A large number of policemen are in 
readiness to suppress any disorders that may 
arise. M. Floquet, prime minister, was pres- 
ent in the chamber. His aj:pearance was 
careworn. — eabiihietiads 

BOULANGER WILL BE ON HAND. 

General Boulanger has announced his in- 
tention to attend the session of the chamber of 
deputies Thursday. 

The chamber today passed a credit of 42,- 
000,000 francs to be expended in improving 
military ports. 

Premier Floquet proposes to introduce in 
parliament Thursday an anti-plebiscite meas- 
ure, and a bill to re-establish the scrutin d’ar- 
rondisement system. The bureaux of the left 
desire the introduction of both measures to- 
morrow, in order to block M. Jouvenecial’s pro 
posed interpellation. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Daily News denies that the members of the 
French cabinet have tendered their resigna- 
tions. 

BOULANGER INTERVIEWED. 

In an interview today Boulanger said: ‘‘In- 
stead of the government treating the election 
as an ordinary incident of parliament life, 
they made out that the republic’s future de- 
pended upon the result. If they have dug their 
own grave, I don’t know what to do. 
Certainly I will not help them ont 
of the mess, though I shall do nothing to give 
color to the charge of my wishing to make a 
disturbance. I did not go to the chamber 
today because I did not desire a demonstration. 
I will show the people that the government is 
the party of disorder, while I personute order. 
I shall wait and let the government act. 
W hatever they do is certain tohelpme. They 
are blind.’’ 

Boulanger is in splendid spirits and shows 
no signs of fatigue. He continues to receive 
all classes of people at his residence. 

Premier Floquet suggested that a meeting 
of all the republican sections be held for the 
purpose of settling on a course of action, but 
the leaders insisted that he must announce to 
parliament what he has made up his mind to 
do. 

VIEWS OF A ROYALIST. 

M. Dondeaville, presiding at a meeting of 
the committee of the royalist nght today, said: 
‘Current events are a prelude to the re- 
storation of the monarchy., Only a few 
weeks ago I _ had the honor of being 
received by Comte De Paris. I found him 
full of hope and thoroughly convinced that he 
will save France.’’

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THE EAST AFRICAN BILL. 


It Has Been Approved by the Committee— 
Herbert Bismarck’s Kemarks, 

Berwin, January 28.—While speaking ou 
the East African bill in the reichstag Satur- 
day, Bismarck’s voice was unusually weak, 
being almost maudible except to those near 
him, and gave the impression that as he was 
slightly indisposed, his speaking troubled him, - 
Hiis reference to the co-operation of England 
with Germany in East Africa caused a good 
impression. 

A committee of the reichstag, to which was 
referred the Africa bill, has approved of the 
measure, after striking out the clause placing 
East Africa company under contro! of Captain 
Wissman. 

During the consideration of the bill by the 
committee, Count Herbert Bismarck said that 
it was impossible to announce Wissman’s in- 
structions because Wissman could not decide 
upon the course to be adopted until he arrived 
in East Africa. In opposition to the stand taken 
by Wirthorst and Virchow, Couut Herbert ceg 
fended the government’s policy of retaining 
fourteen German stations in the interest of 
trade. Of the amount appropriated by the 
bill 1,000,000 marks will be applied to the pay- 
ment of salaries, 800,000 marks will be devoted 
to the purchase of arms and ammunition, and 
the remainder will be held in reserve. Count 
Herbert states that the relation between Ger- 
many and England has not been distarbed 
during the last three years. England attached 
great importance to the maintenance of au- 
thority of the sultan of Zanzibar, which Ger- 
many, therefore, also desired should be main- 
tained. 

Herr Oechelhaeuser. director of the Easé 
Africa company, was of opinion that the meas- 
ure would lead to the sultan’s downfall, and 
that then only would matters be prosperous im 
east Africa.

Mr. B. O. Crawford Tells What He Knows 
About It. 
From the Cartersville, Ga., Courant. 

If you can just get our friend B. O, Craw 
ford, of Cassville, to talk, its like reading a 
book illustrated with striking pictures—es- 
pecially if you turn his mind to reminiscenses 
of old Cassville. 

Mr. Crawlord, in answer to a question, spread 
a life-like panorama of the famous oid town 
from the time he arrived there—15-%., 

The first newspaper published in north 
Georgia, was the Georgia Vioneer, published 
at Cassville. It was published when Mr. C. 
first moved to the place, aud he remembers 
very well the first printing oilice he ever saw. 
It was inthe basement of a store near the 
square. Old Uncle Johnnie IfLood was the pub- 
lisher,and Sam Hoed was behind the hand press 
inking the types with two big balis covered 
with buckskin. Then followed in quick suc- 
cession vivid panoramic views of the beautiful 
town—the college on the hills—the summer 
visitors from southern plantations—tle romp- 
ing school boys and girls—many of whom are 
gone to the unknown beyond, while others 
move among ug, bent with the weight of years. 
There were the literary societies, the whist 
clubs (whose bylaws forbade drinking or 
gambling)—the old muster grounds—the fa- 
mous race track, with its races, chicken fights, 
shooting matches, ete. 

This was a touching scene: Mr. C.’s, father 
traded all his negrees to Bill Tumblin. 
The negroes found it out soon after he 
came home, and soon there was a reg- 
ular mob in the house—some crying, some 
begring, some threatening to run away and 
come back home. The old man’s heart was 
melted—he didn’t say much, but soon the 
next day went and told Mr. Tumlin he must 
go back on the trade—lis servants wouldn't 
leave him—-and the trade was off—and there 
was several thousand dollars lost to the 
family. 

Mr. Crawford is down on everything that 
increases taxation, and was one of the leaders 
in the movement against building anew coart- 
house. He says we had better lose $000,000 in 
time and extra court costs’than to invest 
&30,000 in'a house—in dead brick aud mortar, 
because the first sum would go back to the 
people and continue to circulate, while the 
amount put intoa house is locked up, and 
dead to the people forever.

Tr he Mail Service. 

We call attention to the interview with 
Superintendent Turner, of the mail service, 
in which he explains the causes of the de- 
lay in the mails which has been the subject 
of such general complaint, of late, through- 
out the state. 

As will be seen, he caecomptidagin the trouble 
principally to two causes—-first, the number 
of new clerks in the service; “and second, 


the frequent failure of fast mail trains to | 


make connections with roads forming a 
part of a general system. 

As to the first cause, it seems hard tha 
the whole mail system of the state must be 
disturbed, because enough competent clerks 
cannot be found to keep it in order; but, ot 
course, if this is the case there is no help 
for it. We know that Superintendent 
Turner will do all in his power to make the 
service eflicient, but if he must depend on 
men unacquainted with the work, the state 
must be content to put up with the best it 
can get. 

3ut, apparently, the chief cause of the 
trouble is in the constant annoyance arising 
out of bad railroad connections. 

Superintendent Turner places the blame, 
to a great extent, on the railroads and cites 
instanees showing that the continual delay 
in the delivery of the mails, is in the failure 
of the railroads to make connections. Of 
course, a perfect service of postal clerks 
and agents would amount t6é nothing with 
an imperfect railroad service, and if the 
railroads areto blame for the great annoy- 
ance Which our people are now undergoing 
about thelr mails, they ought to be made to 
shoulder the responsibility. 

Our columns are at the disposal of the 
railroad authorities, to show cause why 
they should not be held responsible for our 
present mail abomination. 

The railroads are paid tocarry the mails, 
and they should be held to strict responsi- 
bility when through inefficient service they 
failto do their part in the operation ofa 
complete mail system. There is absolutely 
no excuse for sixteen failures of the postal 
car to make connection at Albany, as cited 
by Mr. Turner, and if such loose service is 
to continue, the sconer criminal responsi- 
bility {s made the penalty for such negli- 
gence, the better it will be for the traveling 
and mail receiving public of the state 

We demand a better mail service, and the 
people will back us in seeing that we get it.

Cotton C onsumption in Europe, 

The Financial Chronicle, quoting from 
Ellison’s circular, .says that the total con- 
sumption of (rreat Britain has been 3,822,- 
000 bales, of the average weight of 400 
pounds, an increase over 1887 of 105,000 
bales, while on the continent there is a 
gain over jast year of 01,000 bales, the con- 
sumption reaching 3,785,000 bales. a etAS 
the year stocks have been materially 1 
duced, those at the m ijls heing decreased to 
the extent of 452,000 bales at 400 pounds 
each, and the visible supply showing a di- 
minution of about 100,000 bales of ordinary 
weights. — 

Since 1880 the consumption in (Great 
Britain has been augmented about ll? per 
cent, and that onthe continent the increase 
during the same period has been over 36 per 
eent; in other words, the difference in 
favor of Great Britain is now only 59,000 
bales, whereas eight years ago it was 652,000 
bales. With regard to the year’s busirress, 
reports seem to indicate that it has been 
quite satisfactory on the continent: the 
same may be also said of spinning in 
Great Britain, but weavers—owing to the 
fact that looms have been increased much 
faster than spindles—were in a somewhat 
unsatisfactory position at the close of the 
year, 

The weekly consumption in Eurepe is 
now 148,000 bales of 400 pounds each, 
against 145,000 bales of the same weight at 
the corresponding time last year. The total 
spinners’ stock in Great Britain and on the 
continent have increased 117,000 bales dur- 
ing the month, but are now 452,000 bales 
less than at the same date last season. 

In making up his estimates of supply and 
SR iat ig Mr. Ellison bases his figures 
of American on a crop of 7,000.00 bales.

They Are Blamcd for Not Having Kept a Closer’ 


Watch Ovyerthe Tax Collector’s Oflice—Other 
Matters of General Interest to the Public A‘e 
Touched Upon in a Lively Manner by the In- 
vestigations of the County’s Affairs.

Yesterday the grand jury submitted its gen- 
eral presentments. 

The document was a spicy one. 

In regard to the tax collector the report 
SAYS: 

‘We regret to have to censure the county 
conimissioners for neglect of duty, but through 
their negligence of sworn duty they allowed 
the county tax collector to become short in ins 
account to the county and state over 3:50,000. 
The law requires the tax collector to make a 
settlement once a week, and itis the duty of 
the commissioners to see that it is done. 

“Yet for the three years Mr. J. M. Wilson 
was in office he was not reqyired by the com- 
missioners to make a settlement. 

‘“Itwas known in the tax collector's vifce 
over eighteen months that he was short about 
$1,700, according to h:s own statement to us 
under oath. We find the county commission- 
ers were borrowing and paying interest on 
&24,000 borrowed money, at 8 per cent, When 
the tax collector was due the county thousands 
of doHars. The county demands that closer 
attention shall be given by our county couimis- 
sioners to the revenues of the county, and re- 
quest that they see thatthe same be turned 
into the county treasury strictly as the law 
provides. By so doing the possible heavy loss 
and payment of interest on money could be 
saved to the people, and no chance for a tax 
collector or other ofticial to default in the ine 
ture could exist.”’ 

Fhe commissioners’ report on the same sub- 
ject reads: 

“it is with regret that we have to report un- 


| favorably upon the condition of affairs in this 


ofiice. We found upon entering upon our ex- 
amination here that there had been no settle- 
ment had by the collector with the county 
since he assumed charge of the office. 

“Our investigations were very long, tedion 
and laborious, and from all the evidence we 
could gather we arrived at the following re- 
suits: 

‘The insolvent list for 1855 bein: lost 
or misplaced, we had to check upthe entire 
fifa docket, which had been turned over te 
him by W. A. Powell, his predecessor in office, 
in order to ascertain the amount of insolvent 
or uncollected fi fasin his hands tliat we 
might give credit to the tax collector for 
thei.’’ 

The report goes on to state that Mr. Wilson 
was always ready and wiliing to have the ac- 
counts of his othce subjected to thorough 
amination, and as svon as the results ot their 
investigation had been made known he stated 
that he fe It there had been some mistake. The 
investigation failing to change the amount, he 
has paid all the amounisdus by him except 
$5,500, which he has depos'ted with State 
Treasurer Hardeman, and his check on the 
Merchants’ bank, of Atianta, for $5,000, with 
instructions to hold these sums, subje: “t to the 
final investigation of his accounts for }#S6. 

The report favors the idea of making the 

ax collector ex-officio sherlit for 
the collection of taxes, and aN ibige 
him credit for nothing on the tax list except 
sucl{ &s is impossible for him to collect.

IS WHAT CHAIRMAN HUNNICUIT 
SAYS ABOUT SOME 


PRESENTMENTS BY THE GRAND JURY. 

The County Commission All Right—Mr. Hunnicutt 
Says That The Law Rewuires the Tax Collector 
to Settle With the Treasurer—At the First Inti- 
mation of Shortage Mr. Wilson Was Called Be- 
fore the Commission and Made a Plausible 
Explanation—The Action of the Commission 
Defended in Regard to the Convict Camps, the 
Jonesboro Road and the Bridge Over Nance’s 
Creek, 


The grand jury’s censure of the county con- 
mission was widely discussed yesterday. 

There is another side to the matter, however, 
and the county commission’s view of if is that 
the grand jury has acted hastily. 

“TI have seen the grand jury’s report,’ said 
Chairman Hunnicutt, when asked about the 
censure last niglit, ‘and I must say that the 
grand jury isa little premature, not to say 
quite unjust, in its strictures upon the county 
conmmission. Let me say in the outset that if 
the grand jury had seen fit to call me before 
them, [I would have taken great pleasure in 
telling them all about these matters, and thus 
perhaps saved them the regrét of censuring 
the commission under a misapprehension. 

“They say in the presentments: We regret 
to have to censure the county commissioners 
for negligence of duty, but through their neg- 
ligence of sworn duty they have allowed the 
county tax collector to become short in his 
account to the county and state over $30,000. 
The law requires the tax collector to make a 
settlementonce a week, and itis the duty oi 
the commissioners to see that itisdone. Yet 
for the three years Mr. J. M. Wilson was in 
office he was not required by the commission- 
ers to make a settlement. 

‘“‘Now,’’ continued Mr. Hunnicutt, “I claim 
that the county commission have not neglect- 
ed their duty. The law does not require the 
tax collector to make a settiement once a week 
to the county commission, but requires that 
ofticer to settle with the county treasurer. We 
had all the confidence in the world in Mr. 
Wilson, and thought of course his accounts 
were all right. 

“The first intimation that everything was 
not as it should be, came to our ears last June, 
when we discovered that the county was some- 
what short of money. Mr. Wilson was called 
before the commission and stated that the 
reason for this was that he had placed thirty 
odd thousand dollars, in fi. fas. in the hands of 
the sheriff, which had not been collected. This 
explanation was accepted, and it certainly 
seemed a plausible one. 

‘In July Mr. Wilson was called before the 
commission again. This time he stated he 
had paid over $10.000 to the county school 
commissioners which accounted for his seem- 
ing shortage. He added that it was the cus- 
tom to do this. I went to County Attorney 
Thomson and asked if this was the custom. 
He said that it was not. The attention of the 
grand jury was then directed to the matter, 
and in August they took hold of it. 

‘It is true thatit is the sworn duty of the 
county commissioners to receive the bond of 
the §tax collector, which was done in accord- 
ance with the law; but it is not the sworn duty 
of the commissioners to settle with him. Still, 
at the first intimation that all was not right, 
we called Mr. Wilson before us for an explana- 
tion, which he promptly made. 

“Again. The grand jury is wrong about the 
amount of shortage. Mr. Wilson’s shortage to 
the county is about $14,000. One thousand two 
hundred dollars of this has already been recoy- 
ered on his bond, and Lam informed by County 
Attorney Fhomson that the balauce will be 
paid—that the county will not lose a dollar of 
money. Much of it has already been collected 
and placed in Maddox & Rucker’s bank. The 
idea is to collect it all in this way and tothen 
release all of the sureties on Mr. Wilson’s bond 
atonce. The siate may lose some money, but 
the amount will be small.’’ 

‘The presentments Say that the county com- 
mission borrowed $24,000 at 8 per cent. Is that 
true ?”’ 

“The grand jurors have falleninto error 
again. The commission borrowed only about 
$13,000, for which 7 per cent interest was paid. 
The money was borrowed for about forty-five 
days and the interest came to about $120.” 

‘‘Now,” continued Chairman Hunnicutt, ‘‘I 
wonld like to notice several other points in 
these presentments. They recommend anew 
bridge across Nance’s creek. A bridge over 
that creek is now being built. 

“They recommend that the county commis- 
sion immediately look into and remedy the 
dangerous condition of the Jonesbero road, as 
the Atlanta and Florida. railroad run along 
the edge of this road for about five miles. 

‘Now, while the county commission is the 


‘custodian of the funds of the county, and gives 


direction as to how they shall be expended, it 
is not their duty to work the roads. It was 
the duty of the district commissioners to look 
after the Jonesboro road. They did their duty 
and reported its condition,, The county com- 
mission then called on the presi- 
dent of the Atlanta and Florida and 
asked that the track be removed, 
The authorities of that road at first prom- 
ised to have ic done, but afterwards declined 
todoso. The matter was submitted to our 
lega) adviser, Mr Thomson, who gave it as 
his opinion that the county commission hada 
right to tear up the railroad. But, inthe hope 
that a peaceable settlement of the trouble 
might be reached, we did not consider it wise 
for Fulton county to resort to such a summary 
proceeding.”’ 

‘The grand jury have this to say about the 
county camps: 

The county camp hear the East Tennessee shops 
is in fair condition, except the cooking utensiis, 
which are disgustingly filthy. The drainage from 
the stables, pig pens and kennels runs into Tedd’s 
branch, and is conveyed from there nto the water- 
works. The county camp near North Atlanta isa 
disgrace to any civilized community. The prison 
isto small, and but a few feet trom its windows isa 
pig pen and a vumber of swill tubs. 

This condition of things refice.s on both the chain 
gang bosses and the county colamissioners, 

‘Tt is not the duty of the county commission 
to supervise the cooking utensils. It would be 


every day or 80 to look aiter them, and I don’t 
think we are called upon to do so. 

‘‘As ua matter of fact Todd’s branch does not 
flow into the water works pond. It used to 
flow into it, but Todd’s branch has long since 
been diverted from its bed and is now canalled 
around the water works pond. 

‘As to the-camp near north Atlanta. 
When the camp was first started there were 
thirty-five prisoners and ten mules. Now 
there are one hundred and five prisoners and 
forty-five mules. The comimssion long ago 
realized that the camp is too small and for 
twelve months we have been trying to get a 
site lirge ¢énough for both camps and conven- 
ient to the northern and southern portion of 
the county. This has been hard to find—but 
we haveat last succeeded—and we have se- 
lected a site just beyond the Exposition Cotton 
mils, large enough to accommodate the pris- 
oners and mules of both camps and convenient 
to their work. Thedeed was mace to this 
property last wdek, and there we propose to 
concentrate both camps into one. 

“The pig pen mentioned in the presentments 
is about forty feet from the prison and we do 
not regard it as injurious to the health of the 
prisoners, Whe are there only atnight. In 
Germany you know in many of the houses, the 
family live in the second story, and the hogs 
and cows occupy the first floor. Still the Ger- 
mans are very healthy people. A pig pen, I 
admit, is nota very pleasant place, but when 
forty feet from a gong of county convicts, it 
cannot be very injurious-to them.”’ 

“Will the county commission

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DEATH IN THE WIRES. 


ELECTRIC 


DANGER IN THE 
LIGHT WilkES. 


THE 


A MATTER WHICH INTERESTS ALL- 


Crossing With the Telephone Wire, the Wires of 
the Electric Light Company Cause the Box to 
Blaze Up—This May Occur in Fifty Places at 
Once at Midnight—A Danger Which Must be 
Averted, 


Danger lurks in electric wires. 

And especially in wet weather. 

During the last few days of wet weather the 
electric light wires have been behaving badly, 
and the matter has become so serious that the 
public need to be informed on the subject in 
order that they may protect themselves. 

Friday night the electric lightwire was cross- 
ed with the East Tennessee telegraph wire 
and burned out the instruments on the Georgia 
division between here and Rome in an incredi- 
bly chort time. The instrument at the Kimball 
house was burned out as weil as the one at the 
East Teieessee depot, the one at Bras- 
well, the other side of Dallas was burned 
and the operating table was set fire. The last 
instrument burned was the one at Atlanta 
Junction, two miles from Rome. 

Saturday night, at half past 3 o’clpck, Mr. 
Benjaniin’s telephone blazed up and began to 
burn the box. Mr. Benjamin put it out by 
toaring down the wire. He thinks it was 
caused by crossing with theelectric light wire, 
and says it would bave set the house on fire if 
he had not discovered it. 

Sunday night there was another crossing of 
the wires, and the cable box at the corner of 
Hunter and Forsyth streets was. set fire and 
burned. 

The current followed the telephone wire to 
Mr. Sciple’s telephone and burned out the coil. 
The effect of the current was stopped by the 
melting ofthe wire at thecable box in the 
telephone pole at the corner of Hunter and 
Forsyth streets. 

WHERE THE TROUBLE LIES. 

The trouble isthat the insulating inaterial 
around the big copper electric light wires loses 
its effect when it becomes wet, and when the 
wires are crossed in wet weather the electric 
light wire communicates to the telephone or 
telegraph wire as much of the current 
as it will carry. If the wire 
so touched, is big enough, it will carry enough 
ofthe current to kill. Fortunately the tele- 
phone wires wiil not carry enough for that, 
The larger sizes of telegraph wire, however, 
will carry enough to the current to destroy life, 
and the telegraph oftice is compelled to pro- 
vide for such emergencies. Inthe Atlanta 
Western Union ofiice about 100 wires come in, 
aud each one is provided with a ‘“‘plush 
arrester,’’ which is a little instrument through 
which the current is made to pass Over a brass 
trigger into the oftice. Ifa powerful current 
like that of theelectric light or lightning 
a magnet trips the trigger from its connection 
and the wire is practically cut in two. 

It is death to touch an electric light wire in 
wet weather while the current is on. This 
cannot too strongly be impressed on the minds 
of veople. Not long ago a wire of the electric 
railway dropped in front of Governor Seay’s 
carriage in Ditieomery, It fell on the horses 
aud they were instantly killed. <A little dog 
ran @p to sce what was the matter and smelled 
the énd-of the wire. As soon as his nose 
touched it he was dead.
